Some    of    the    most     interesting 
pages   in    the   book    are    concerned 
with    Nevada's    historical    national 
connections,  which   have  been   but 
little  written  about.     Judge   David 
S.    Terry's    attempts    to    align    the 
territory  with  the  South,  secession 
and   slavery    would    have    changed 
the   history   of   the   country   if   he 
had    succeeded,    and    Dr.    Lyman 
makes   real    and    exciting   the    red 
hot    feeling    that    ranged    all    the 
Washoe  region  on  one  side  or  the 
other.     He  tells  also  about  the  im- 
portant part  the  Comstock  played 
in   helping  Lincoln   to   finance   the 
Civil  War  and  how  he  gave  state- 
hood  to   the   Territory   because   he 
needed  the  three  votes  he  had  made 
sure  it  would  give  for  the  ratifica- 
tion of  the  Thirteenth  Amendment.
